1'he tariff or wools and woolen g ods 
H b e e n at its highest point since March 
1*‘>7, though for several years previous it 
was practically nearly as high on account 
of the premium on gohl in which all duties 
had to b e paid, 
A reference to quota­ 
tions of recognized reliab ility shows that 
n 1800, when a large proportion of c a r­ 
pets were made ab road, the wholesale 
price of 2 ply ingrain* was 70 
(a 72J cents, 
and 8-plys, 9 5 <« 9 7) cents per yard. Now 
wholesale prices are very little, more than 
one-half these figures, and very nearly all 
such carpets are id domestic manufacture. 
The tariff on these if imported would b e 
ab out forty five per cent on foreign value, 
which if deducted from the price« here 
would he b elow that for which carpets of 
qual value are sold anywhere in tin* 
world. 
Ir* the case of clothing comparison is 
somewhat more difficult, b ecause styles 
and qualities of woolen g rods have so ma 
teri.illy improved since American mills 
have produced the majority of fab rics 
worn b y our people, for it is a fact that 
nearly every article of woolen clothing 
in common i n * i* domestic made. 
This 
is not so much b ecame the tariff shuts 
out foreign competition a* b ecause such 
articles made in this country are b etter 
as well as cheaper than similar articles 
made ab road. 
Although it is so persist 
ently asserted that prices of clothing are 
higher here than in England, compari­ 
son of price lists show tin* to b e true only 
of the finest fab rics—-and therefore only 
effects the rich—while true of the e in no 
such degree as free trade advocates would 
have voters b elieve
